TuE Corporation of the City of London—probably, 
the least dignified representative body in the world— 
is very much perturbed. They have taken Billings- 
gate Market in hand—and their tongues are fishy, 
very.

TERRIBLE LANDSLIP IN SWITZERLAND: 
TWO HUNDRED PERSONS KILLED. 


A fearful disaster has befallen Elm, a small village 
of nine hundred inhabitants, in the Canton of Glarus, 
Last Stinday at six o’clock, and again at midnight, 
immense masses of the neighbouring mountain, the 
Tschingel, became detached and were hurled down 
on the village. Thirty houses Were buried 
beneath the earth and rocks, and it is feared 
that two hundred human beings have perished, 
including men from neighbouring villages, who 
when the first landslip occurred, had hurried 
to the succour of Elm. The Sernet river, on which 
the village is situated, has been turned into a lake 
fiftèeen metres deep. and it is feared that the valley 
beneath will be flooded. The Federal Government 
has dispatched troops to the spot to render any 
assistance that may be possible. - 

The village of Elm is the highest in the picturesque 
valler of the Sernthal, twelve miles from Glarus, іп 
the Canton of the same name, and is familiar to 
tourists as the starting-point for excursions to the 
Kiirpfstock, the Vorab, the Hausstock, the Tschin- 
gelspitz. and other mountains. During the summer 
months it is much frequented by strangers, some of 
whom, it is feared, must have lost their lives by the 
lundsiip.

The Relief Committee formed at Port Huron 
(Michigan), having visited the devastated district in 
Huron aud Sanilac counties, report that 200 victims 
of the 616 have already been bu and that more 
bodies are being daily discovered. Fifteen hundred 
families, making a total of 10,000 souls, are destitute, 
aud many must die of exposure and famine unless 
they are speedily relieved. | 

* POLAR EXPLORATION. 

The Washington Government have been officiall 
advised of the arrival of Lieutenant Greeley’s Polar 
Expedition at Lady Franklin Bay six days after 
leaving Upernavik. The expedition entered Dis- 
covery Harbour on Aug. 11, where a station was 
formed. The party were all well and plentifully 
provided. 

THE ROYAL POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTION 


was last Saturday night finally closed. It was first 
opened to the public on Aug. 6, 1838, and among 
its supporters on the opening day were a large 
number of Statesmen, Professor Wheatston 
Dr. Babbage, Doctors Arnot, Steward, а 
Leighton, Sir Martin Shee, Mr. David Wilkie 
A., and many others. after a Ro 
charter of incorporation Was obtained for 


the institution, the affairs of which were thrown into 
Chancery in 1859, owing to the extravagant demands 
made on the directors arising out of an accident to 
several persons by the falling of one of the principal 
staircases when crowded with people. A new com- 
pany was subsequently formed, and it was reopened 
in 1860. For years past the institution has 00% paid 
its expenses, to say nothing of a dividend.

FATAL BOAT ACCIDENT. 


On Monday morning two youths named Manser 
and Fulcher, letter-sorters in the General Post- 
Office, took a pleasure-boat at London-bridge, but 
had not gone far when the boat was upset, and both 
were drowned. The body of Manser was found 
shortly afterwards, but at a late hour last night the 
body of Fulcher had not been recovered.

STEAM TRAMWAY-CARS IN PARIS. _ 

Following the terrible railway accident at Charen- 
ton, serious tramcar accidents are reported from 
Paris. Ву a collision which took place near the Arc 
de friomphe aud Courbevoie between а steam-tram 
and another tramcar, the horses of the latter were 
killed, as well as a passenger. A second collision 
occurred on the Boulevard Magenta, by which several 
passengers and the conductor were injured. 


ROBBING A TRAIN IN AMERICA. 


Some robbers stopped a train on the Chicago and 
Alton Railway, near Kansas City, Missouri, on 
Friday se’‘nnight, by placing an obstruction on the 
line. They robbed the express safe оЁ 600 dols., 
aud then went through the train robbing all the 
passengers of their valuables, getting about 7000 dols., 
with watches and jewellery. The robbers then 
decamped. Тһе train afterwards went to Kansas 
City, giving the alarm. Western Missouri along the 
railway was quickly aroused, and before daylight the 
sheriffs and other officials, with over 1000 men, were 
scouring the country. Six robbers are reported to 
have been captured. 


A TRAGEDY SIMILAR TO THE BRIGHTON RAILWAY 
MURDER 
occurred at four o’clock on the morning of Friday 
week in the train from Paris to Turin, between 
Chimonte and Salbertrand. A man, dressed like a 
conductor, entered a first-class compartment occupied 
by a gentleman, who was alone; and, after wound- 
ing him seriously, threw him out of the carriage. 
From а card in the trunk of the victim, he is believed 
to be Herr Charles Niemark, German Consul at 
Leghorn. 
TERRIBLE SMALLPOX FATALITIES, 


An anti-vaccinationist, named Escott, was sum- 
moned tothe Greenwich Police Court, on Sept. 9, on 
a charge of neglecting to disinfect his house after a 
visitation by smallpox. The wife and two children 
of the man died of the disease, and four other of his 
children were taken to the Deptford Smallpox Hos- 

ital. A young man, from whom the defendant 
‘borrowed clothes to attend the funeral of his rela- 
tives, also died from smallpox, subsequently to the 
return of his clothing. Sixteen other cases occurred 
in the neighbourhood of the defendant’s premises. 
The defendant had not disinfected his premises in 
accordance with the plan of the Local Board, but on 
а system of his own. The ma te dismissed the 
summons!

The Royal 
party reached the pier-head shortly after eleven 
o'clock, and were received by Mr. T. D. Hornby, 
Chairman of the Dock Board, and by him conducted 
to the Prince’s stage and on board the Woodside 
‘steamer Claughton, which had been gaily painted 
and decorated in honour of the occasion. On the 
stage were drawn up the Liverpool company of the 
Naval Artillery Volunteers, under Captain Lambert.

During its progress great alarm was felt for the 
safety of the horses belonging to the London General 
Omnibus Company, whose stabling backed the 
theatre; and more than fifty animals were eventually 
removed into more secure quarters.

were the lessees and managers of the theatre, and 
had only partially insured the property, so have 
suffered much loss by the fire. 

Тһе Park Theatre has passed through many 
vicissitudes since its first стер in the summer of 
1873, as the Royal Alexandra 'lheatre—under the 
management of Mr. Thomas Thorpe Pede—the sole 
proprictress being Madame St. Claire. The opening 
season was of but short duration, but the theatre was 
re-openedon Saturday, Sept. 27 following. In less than 
ayearfrom that date, however, the theatre was put up 
for sale by auction, the attendants at the sale being 
reminded of “the large outlay which had only been 
recently incurred in the construction of the building— 
namely, £20,000.” In October, 1876, Messrs. Par- 
татісіп: and Corbyn became responsible, and the 
house was then opened for the first time as the Park 
Theatre. 

The official report submitted to Captain Shaw by 
Superintendent Palmer briefly states: The theatre, 
about 100 ft. by 80 ft., burnt out and the roof off; 
store-rooms, saloon, and entrance-hall and contents 
damaged by fire, smoke, and removal.“ There are 
other minor cases of damage reported.
